When a policeman finds a store door | 


unlocked after closing time he has to con- 
tact the owner, stay around until he arrives, 
find out if anything has been stolen, and see 
that the door is locked. During August 
Edmonton policemen found 118 doors of 
business places unlocked after closing hours. 

A lot of time was thus wasted by offi- 
cers who were pinned down to certain loca- 
tions while their beats went unpatrolled. 


That is a matter of some consequence in | 


a city where policemen are of necessity 
relatively few in numbers, and where law- 
breaking has been more than usually com- 
mon of late. While policemen have to stand 
guard over unlocked doors, thieves have 
better opportunity to operate elsewhere. 

The fact is obvious of course that when 
doors are left unlocked there is a standing 
invitation to passersby who may be so mind- 
ed to walk in and help themselves to what- 
ever they find. It is reasonable to suppose 
that store doors are often tried in the long 
stilly watches of the night by persons who 
are not policemen, and whose aim is not to 
protect but to plunder. If such prowlers 
find a door unfastened, their probable 
course of action is plain. 

The moral of course is clear and well 
known, but it is too often forgotten. Doors 
should be locked when the occupants of the 
premises leave. That goes for house-holders 
as well as for store-keepers. What are locks 
for? 


Bouncers in Uniform 

A letter has been received by The Ed- 
monton Bulletin asking if such a state of 
lawlessness prevails in this city that rest- 
aurants have to be patrolled by policemen 
in uniform. This enquiry comes from a 
visitor. But residents of Edmonton aré 
equally perplexed—and perhaps annoyed. 
It is a matter of common complaint that 
one must take one’s meal, in some cafes, 
under the lynx-eyed scrutiny of special 
policemen. 

This precaution was possibly a wise 
one during the war days, when the area 
was jammed with troops, some of whom 
tended to grow a bit exuberant during the 
evening hours. The uniformed attendants 
were able to exercise needed authority in 
that hectic period and proved themselves 
eminently useful. 

But the war is over—long over. And 
surely there is no need, now, to overawe 
civilian diners with all this display of law 
on parade. As a matter of fact, this prac- 
tice gives Edmonton a bad name—as wit- 
ness the letter above noted. 

Bouncers may still be needed in some 
places. But bouncers in plain clothing are 
much more appropriate to peacetime 


Tottering Europe 


Genera] Marshall must begin to fee] that 
running a world war is only a degree more 
wearying than playing guide, philosopher 
and banker to a score of impoverished and 
bewildered nations. He got back to Wash- 
ington from his peace-stabilizing mission to 
South America only to find the depart- 
mental staff aghast at the speed with which 
the situation in Europe is getting worse. 

One of his lieutenants had said openly 
that the so-called economy of that contin- 
ent is slipping so fast it will not be safe to 
wait until the Marshal! plan to bolster the 
structure gets under way next January. 
Immediate shoring-up was needed desper- 
ately. Wherefore Congress may be called in 
special session, either to supply temporary 
help or to advance the date for bringing the 
plan into effect. 

The facts behind the bad news are that 
crops in European countries are poor, in- 
dustrial operations are slowing down rather 
than speeding up, trade is languishing, des- 
fitution is tightening its grip on the de- 
pressed and dispirited peoples, and prolong- 
ed distress is producing dangerous political 
and socia) reactions. 

This grim picture, two after the 
fighting stopped, was unforseeable. Weather 
and crops could not be calculated so long in 
advance. But the industria) lethargy and 
trade stagnation are something different 
For whatever reason, the peoples in Europe 
do not seem to have set themselves resolute- 
ly to the task of working their mi 
cultivating their fields, re-starting their 
factories, getting internationa! trade going 
on any scale in keeping with their needs 

It is no wonder that a committee of 
Congress is making a fact-finding survey) 
of the scene, to find out what are the root 
causes of the slow response that has been 
made to the assistance already extended 
and what is the prospect that further assis- 
tance would at least check the genera! dis- 
integration.

sent their wives and children out of the 
country. 

Why this popular hostility to Ameri- 
cans? One official explians: “We are sick 
and tired of them living in luxury while 
millions of Moslems suffer.” 

He adds that the unwanted people from 
the United States will be “cleaned out” as 
the Hindus were cleaned out of the Moslem 
domain. Recalling the method by which the 
cleaning-out process was applied in the case 
of the Hindu residents, this carries an 
implication of sinister possibilities. 

These possibilities will not be overlook- 
ed, either at London or at Washington. The 
local authorities will do well to not forget 
that meaningful fact. Self-government does 
not include the right to persecute, even in 
far-off Pakistan.

The Death of Potsdam 


Perhaps the Potsdam agreement 
by which the future of Europe was 
neatly taped down, has been dead 
since last spring when the Moscow 
conference failed. In any case it 
has been buried by the latest 
announcement of the British and 
United States governments. 

Potsdam conceived of a unified 
Germany closely inspected by uni- 
fied allies. The production of this 
harmless Germany was drastically 
scaled down from prewar levels 
to prevent the re-emergence of 
militarism. Now Britain and the 
United States announce that the 
production of Germany so far as 
they can control it will be dras- 
tically scaled up to provide goods 
for the people of western Europe. 
British and American contro] does 
not touch that sector of Germany 
lying under Russian occupation. It 
does not include even the small 
French occupation zone in the 
west. But it does include in the 
joint British-American zone the 
industrial heart of Europe, the 
great complex of industries in the 
Ruhr which made Germany the 
most powerful and productive state 
on the continent before the war 
Under the new plan this industry 
will be given its head, within gen- 
erous limits

WHILE IT IS EASY to lay down 
such figures none of them can be 
made good without a sharp increase 
in the production of coal. In the 
coal industry there is little dispute 
about limits on production. The 
only problem is to get more coal 
out of the ground and that problem 
is far from solved. But by special 
incentives to miners, especially by 
larger rations, the occupying 
powers are gradually bringing the 
Ruhr back and hope it will support 
the new industrial structure 

France was not satisfied with 
some aspects of the new agree- 
ment and there are to be further 
discussions of her special needs for 
German coal. The need of recon- 
structing Germany, however, is 
admitted by France as the need of 
all Europe. France was reassured, 
as the whole free world will be, by 
the clear announcement by Britain 
and the United States that the 
new German industry is not to be 
permitted to nourish militarism, as 
German industry did after the first 
world war 

The statement issued by Britain, 
the United States and France on 
this cardinal issue says they recog- 
nize that the demilitarization, demv- 
cratization and disarmament of 
Germany remain indispensable to 
security and that the plans envis- 
aged for the Anglo-American zones 
do not prejudice such guarantees 
in this respect as may be establish- 
ed in the future. The way is open

any attempt to revive military 
industry either directly or through 
the United Nations,

that the revival of German industry 
“should not result in priority being 
given to the rehabilitation of Ger- 
many over that of the democratic 
countries of Europe.”

GENESIS VS SCIENCE 

Editor, Bulletin—May I offer a 
plea for reason in the current 
Genesis vs. science discussion? 

Obviously, Genesis reflects the 
State of man's knowledge at the 
time it was written—and I think, 
beautifully written. At that time 
absolutely nothing was known of 
the sciences as we know them to- 
day. Why, then, use today’s scien- 
tifie understanding as a basis for 
jcriticism? And why, for that mat- 
ter, try to stretch and bend the 
assertions of Genesis to fit the 
scientific discoveries of the past 
| 2,000 years? 

Today's knowledge has expanded 
our understanding of natural 
phenomena to a marvellous degree 
but, so far as I am aware, science 
has never created life; has never 
Satisfactorily explained the ability 
of life to evolve and to preserve 
the purity of species; has never 
satisfactorily explained memory, in- 
stinct, heredity, muscular and men- 
tal co-ordination, the nature of 
light (wave vs. corpuscular the- 
ories), the limits of space and 
time the origin of matter, and 
many other apparently insoluble 
problems. Until science can explain 
all these and prove its explanations 
its case is something less than com- 
plete.
